It dis- 
heartens, also, those who arc criticized, for when the men who do their level 
best are. criticized and blamed for everything they do, they get disgusted 


and careless. 


It is a very unappreciative world we live in. and where the public looks 


i'or the abnormal in public utterances some people make 
a 
practice, of 


catering to the public appetite for criticism of men and measures. 


Between this practice and the course laid down by Governor Folk, there 


is all ihe difference between n destructive and a eonstruHive policy. Jt is 
easy to tear down but difficult to build uji. 
We have had too much of the 


destructive tendency in our public affairs even in regard to criticism, and too 


little o£ the constructive. 


Now for a change, lei the, men who haveii'ccn so free to criticize try 


their hand for a while in pointing out by what means local conditions can 
be improved, it it certainly not by the everlasting whine of the pessimist.
